Weather wreaks 
havoc on schools 

As of Tuesday, Lee County Schools had missed 17 school 
days due to inclement weather. The district office has been 
looking at days that can be used to make up some of those 
lost, and in the meantime the two elementary schools have 
sent review packets home to keep students as up-to-date 
with their studies as possible. 

Superintendent James Evans, Jr., said Tuesday that three 
days, February 17 and May 13 and 14 are on the calendar 
as planning days. He said he has polled the staff, and all 
have agreed that they should be used as school days. 

Evans said that when the school board meets this Friday 
at 5:30 he plans to ask for approval of those changes in the 
school calendar. Also, he said the three days planned for 
spring break would also probably be used. 

Even more days may be lost. At 1 p. m. Tuesday, the 
National Weather Service in Jackson issued a winter weather 
advisory for Lee County. The advisory stated that sleet and 
freezing rain could start that afternoon and continue into 
Wednesday morning. 

The state superintendent of schools must ultimately 
decide if he is going to allow school districts a reduction in 
the required days. If not, the school calendar might have 
to be extended into June. 

Because of the lost days, the principals of the two Lee 
County elementary schools have sent home packets with stu¬ 
dents that contain review material from the last semester. 

Southside Elementary Principal Steve Carroll said this 
would allow the students to at least not forget what they 
had learned, and put them in a better position to start anew 
when school is back in session. 

Beattyville Elementary Principal Maureen Patrick said that 
her teachers have sent out a packet, and have a second round 
ready to go. Some, she said, have already been sent. She 
also said that students are being offered incentives if they 
complete their packets. 

In his letter to parents, Carroll said that students have 
been in school only five days since December 20 when 
winter break began. 

He further said, “In order to ensure our students get back 
into the academic flow of school, we are sending home a 
review packet in each classroom for both Reading and Math. 
Students have until February 14 th to complete the packet. 
These packets consist of only review materials that students 
had the first half of this school year. The review will get our 
students better prepared to work with the new material they 
will have the second half of this school year.”

Extension Board 
reviews building plans 

The board of the Lee County Extension 
District Thursday reviewed the plans for 
their proposed building, and learned that 
they must follow certain state laws in its 
bidding and construction. 

Extension Agent Ted Johnson told the 
board that the University of Kentucky 
wanted to relieve them of any liability by 
sharing with them legal requirements. 

He said that the building couldn’t be con¬ 
structed in parts, that it must be bid out as 
one project. 

Also, he said that if it costs more than 
$250,000 prevailing wage must be paid.

Bringing mind and body together 


H. B. Elkins, public spokesperson for the Kentucky 
Department of Highways in Jackson, said Tuesday that his 
agency had spent approximately $375,000, and Lee County 
has spent over $20,000. 

Elkins said that since January 1, his agency has used 
1,159 tons of salt and expended roughly 1,500 personnel 
hours on snow removal. 


Deborah Pennington says yoga has about 50 dif¬ 
ferent meanings because the country of India has 
about 50 different languages.

Davis. 

Pennington holds classes on Tuesday afternoons at Queen of 
all Saints for senior citizens and above PEP on Tuesday evenings 
for everyone. She also uses the PEP building for everyone on 
Saturday mornings. 

In addition to Beattyville, Pennington also teaches classes in 
Stanton and at Rogers Elementary in Wolfe County. 

Pennington has been practicing yoga since 1986, and teaching 
since 2010. 

She says she started after becoming seriously ill at the age of 

21 . 

“Eventually, I found my way to a yoga class and began to knit 
the broken pieces of my life back together again,” she says in a 
handout. “I began an earnest and sincere study. Yoga not only 
helped me to remember my devotion to God, my family, friends 
and community but also to regain my health and live far beyond 
the expectations of the medical community. I use and approach 
combining breath and mental focus to find a compassionate ap¬ 
proach to restoring health. My goal is to welcome everyone so that 
they might rediscover wellness through the healing properties of

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

Potential Cost to Local 
School Districts of Legisla¬ 
tion Highlights Week Four 
of 2014 Regular Session 

Would you purchase a 
home without knowing if 
you can afford it? Many of 
us would answer no, or not 
before we would check to 
see if we could pay for it. 

That statement would 
apply to debate over House 
Bill 154 this past week. This 
bill was stated to be a trans¬ 
parency bill, but a last-min¬ 
ute committee substitute 
placed requirements for 
additional training for local 
school officials. Many of us 
support the idea of trans¬ 
parency, and have filed or 
co-sponsored legislation in 
the past to bring more of 
what government does into 
the light. 

But in presenting the 
committee substitute, the 
sponsors of House Bill 154 
did not seek out a fiscal im¬ 
pact statement on what the 
additional training could 
cost to local school districts 
who already must count 
every penny when it comes 
to providing a quality edu¬ 
cation to students. 

We asked the question 
as to why no fiscal impact 
statement was done be¬ 
cause many of us are con¬ 
cerned about placing an 
unfunded mandate on our 
local school systems, and 
we were also puzzled as to 
why the bill was completely 
changed only minutes be¬ 
fore a scheduled vote in 
committee. 

Unfortunately the ma¬ 
jority of members in the 
House decided to ‘fly blind’ 
and vote in favor of House 
Bill 154 without knowing 
whether the bill will place 
an undue financial hardship 
on school administrators 
and teachers, which is why 
the bill barely passed in the 
full House. It is my hope 


when the Senate receives 
this bill, they will request 
a fiscal impact study so our 
local districts won’t have 
to wonder if they will be 
hamstrung with their tight 
finances. 

In relation to saving 
Kentucky money, Repre¬ 
sentative Bam Carney of 
Campbellsville filed House 
Bill 284 this week, which 
would eliminate the ad¬ 
ministrative need of the 
Governor’s Office for Agri¬ 
cultural Policy. This move 
would save more than $ 3.6 
million in personnel costs 
and $ 720,000 in operation 
costs over the next two 
years while bringing effi¬ 
ciency to our farmers and 
agricultural businesses by 
placing these duties with 
the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture. 

As for the Governor’s 
budget proposal, initial 
work began this past week 
with the first hearing on 
House Bill 235 in the House 
Appropriations and Rev¬ 
enue Committee. There is 
much work that will be done 
over the next several weeks 
in the House before the next 
version of the budget bill 
comes up for vote, which 
will more than likely come 
in March. 

I welcome your com¬

Red Wasps and Out-houses

I grew up in Houston Tex¬ 
as, the fourth largest city in 
the You-nited States. In the 
city we have just about all of 
the same varmints, critters 
and thangs that bite, sting 
and fly in your ears that 
you might find out in the 
country. 

When I was a kid my best 
friend, Walter Johnson and 
I would catch wasps, hor¬ 
nets and bumblebees that 
would be attracted to the 
big blossoms in his mom¬ 
ma’s big ol’ Honeysuckle 
bush in her front yard. Me 
and Walter would get us a 
big Mason jar and wait for 
a wasp to crawl up in the 
blossom and then we’d hold 
the jar under the flower 
and slap the lid shut on 
em’. After that we did turn 
em’ loose in Mr. Johnson’s 
garage window and then 
slam it shut. It didn’t take 
long under a hot Texas sun 
for a wasp trapped in a win¬ 
dow sill to become a crispy 
critter. 

Now everyone has heard 
of Yellow-jackets and Hor¬ 
nets, but of all the wasps in 
the world, without a doubt 
the Red Wasp is the mean¬ 
est thang that ever had 
wings and a stinger. Now, 
to catch one of em’ to put in 
Mr. Johnson’s garage win¬ 
dow you had to be CARE¬ 
FUL, BRAVE and STUPID 
all at the same time. If you 
weren’t CAREFUL them 
little suckers would fly away 
and when you turned your 
back they would slip up 
behind you and pop you 
in the back of the ear. If 
you weren’t BRAVE you

wouldn’t be CAREFUL and 
I just told you what happens 
if you ain’t CAREFUL. And, 
if you weren’t STUPID you 
wouldn’t be doing this in 
the first place. 

By now I am sure you 
might be wondering what 
all this has to do with an 
outhouse. Well, you see it’s 
like this... I am convinced 
that red wasps pass down 
their family history just like 
people do. As a kid I caught 
and baked a lot of red wasps 
in Mr. Johnson’s garage 
window, and I’m here to tell 
you that they made it their 
business to get even with 
me at some point in time. 

In 1966 my Uncle Jimmy 
bought a farm in Crockett, 
Texas which is about 270 
miles from Houston. The 
land had not been farmed 
in years, the old house had 
huge holes in the roof and 
was literally one big wasp 
nest. The outhouse was 
almost full and didn’t have 
a front door, and leaned to 
one side. To sit in it was an 
adventure. Every time we 
went in it we would have to 
run out the snakes and bum 
out the wasp nests before 
we could use the outdoor 
plumbing. 

Hell, one day I was sitting 
in it with my feet sticking 
out the door and a Cop¬ 
perhead crawled out from 
under it and slithered right 
between my feet. If I’m 
lyin’ I’m dyin’! 

Now, the country wasp 
is a sight to behold. City 
wasps are about an inch 
long. The country wasps are 
huge. They are at least two 
inches long and have a big 
white face. I’ve seen some 
so big they could be a hood 
ornament! 

Their stinger is so long it 
sticks out their butt like a 
needle. While the city red 


wasp has a bad attitude and 
temper to match, the coun¬ 
try red wasp is like a red¬ 
headed Irish woman from 
New York City. I learned 
quickly never to look one in 
the eye or it would sting you 
just for fun! 

One summer day I was 
at the farm by myself. Ap¬ 
parently the local Red Wasp 
family had recognized me 
from their family album... 
it was payback time! I 
had just had a big lunch 
and nature made its call. I 
strolled out to the outhouse 
and checked it out for crit¬ 
ters and then took my seat 
on the throne. Since there 
wasn’t a door in it and it 
was hot anyway I leaned 
back and stuck my feet out 
the door and sort of fell 
half-asleep for a second... 
a second too long! Like a 
fighter plane attacking out 
of the sun this big-a** red 
wasp shot through the door 
like a bullet. He popped me 


right in the middle of my 
chest and before I knew 
what happened he got me 
in the upper lip and my nose 
to boot!. 

By now I was wracked 
with pain and mad as hell! 
That wasp took off out the 
door to make a clean get¬ 
away. I shot out the door 
right behind him with my 
drawers and pants hanging 
around my feet and a roll of 
toilet paper in each hand. I 
threw one of the rolls of pa¬ 
per at him and missed. Just 
as he was about to make it 
into the woods I nailed his 
little butt with the other 
roll. He wasn’t dead so I 
laid the roll of paper on top 
of him. 

After retreating back 
to the outhouse to do the 
necessary paperwork I went 
to the house and returned 
with a Mason jar. 

It was another hot Texas 
day with a house full win- 


Lee County Schools awarded grant 


Lee County is one of six 
Kentucky school districts 
to be awarded a $ 40,000 
grant to pilot a process and 
performance management 
program designed to one 
day save millions for school 
systems spread throughout 
the commonwealth. 

“Participation in process 
and performance manage¬ 
ment will allow our district 
to assess current practices 
in order to modify our gov¬ 
ernance and implementa¬ 
tion systems and processes 
to provide maximum op¬ 
portunities for College and 
Career Readiness for all stu¬ 
dents,” said Jim Evans, Lee 
County superintendent. 

The Kentucky Association 
of School Administrators 
(KASA) is partnering with 
the American Productivity 
and Quality Center (APQC), 
one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing proponents of bench¬ 
marking, best practices 
and knowledge manage¬ 
ment research to train and 
implement process and 
performance management 
(PPM) techniques among 
six school districts. Fund¬ 
ing for the grant is made 
possible by the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
(KDE). 

The level of participation 
was divided into two tiers, 


selected by applicants. In 
addition to the six top tier 
winners, nine more school 
districts have been awarded 
$ 10,000 for an audit of 
their current leadership 
processes to determine 
how best to improve perfor¬ 
mance in all processes. 

The overall concept being 
supported by KASA and 
KDE is to promote the more 
effective and efficient use of 
current resources at the lo¬ 
cal level, especially in areas 
such as administration and 
operations, and to leverage 
any net savings towards 
improving instruction in 
the classroom. The action 
was set in motion through a 
grant competition to select 
an initial set of school dis¬ 
tricts to pilot the project. 

APQC has documented 
over $120 million in sav¬ 
ings over the past 10 years 
among school districts with 
which it has worked. 

The six top tier winners 
will join the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation North Star Commu¬ 
nity and field Community 
Project Action Teams to 
focus on specific issues de¬ 
fined by the school districts. 
The teams will be engaged 
for up to six months and 
will be fully trained on PPM 
methods, fully custom¬ 
ized for each district. Other 


districts in this pilot tier 
include Boone, Daviess, 
Garrard, Martin and Nelson 
Counties. 

KASA is the largest 
school administrator group 
in Kentucky, representing 
more than 3,000 educa¬ 
tion leaders from across the 


commonwealth. Formed 
in 1969 , KASA connects 
education leaders to poli¬ 
cymakers, legislators, and 
other interest groups, and 
provides numerous benefits 
and services to Kentucky’s 
school administrators.

On a cold, snowy morn¬ 
ing 55 years ago, a Beech- 
craft Bonanza aircraft 
carrying rock stars Buddy 
Holly, Richie Valens, and J. 
P. “The Big Bopper” Rich¬ 
ardson, and the pilot, Roger 
Peterson, took off from 
Clear Lake, Iowa, bound 
for Fargo, North Dakota, 
a flying distance of three- 
and-one-half hours. Liter¬ 
ally and figuratively, their 
performance at the Surf 
Ball Room in Clear Lake, 
Iowa, was to be the last 
“gig” (performance) they 
would ever do. Because of 
the extreme weather con¬ 
ditions and poor visibility, 
their inexperienced pilot 
was forced to rely on instru¬ 
ments to orient the aircraft. 
Tragically, he misinterpret¬ 
ed the artificial horizon to 
indicate that the plane was 
ascending when in fact, the 
plane was slowly descend¬ 
ing. The plane crashed in 
a cold cornfield, only eight 
miles from takeoff. 

The pilot was not certi¬ 
fied to fly by instruments 
only. In fact, he had failed 
the instrument exam. Once 
he became airborne, he 
quickly became disori¬ 
ented. More specifically, 
he suffered “spatial dis¬ 
orientation,” which is the 
inability to correctly in¬ 
terpret aircraft attitude 
(side to side position of the 
plane), altitude or airspeed 
in relation to the earth. The 
pilot’s perception does not 
agree with reality, which re¬ 
sults in a “graveyard spiral” 
where the pilot is unaware 
he is turning, believing he 
is maintaining level flight. 
The Beechcraft Bonanza 
struck the ground at 170 
mph (270 kph). The air¬ 
plane struck the ground on 
its right wing, turned and 
skidded 570 feet across the 
frozen landscape before the 
crumpled wreckage came 
to rest against a wire fence. 



3,1959: The night the stars fell

All the singers were quickly 
ejected from the aircraft 
except the pilot, who had 
to be “cut out” of the plane. 
Their frostbitten bodies 
were not found until that 
morning. Buddy Holly and 
Richie Valens’ bodies were 
found close to the wreck¬ 
age. The “Big Bopper” was 
thrown some forty feet from 
the site. 

Buddy Holly (but not his 
band, The Crickets) was the 
leader of a troupe called 
“The Winter Dance Party,” 
which was scheduled to 
perform in 24 cold cities in 
three weeks. Ironically, the 
performers were not origi¬ 
nally scheduled to perform 
at the Surf Ball Room in 
Clear Lake. The planner of 
The Winter Dance Party did 
not consider the cold tem¬ 
peratures of the states that 
these performers would 
have to travel through. The 
heating system on their 
bus kept breaking down. In 
fact, these extreme condi¬ 
tions lead to the frostbitten 
feet of Carl Bunch, Buddy 
Holly’s drummer. He had 
to be hospitalized in Iron- 
wood, Michigan. If he had 
not been ill, he possibly 
would have been killed in 
the crash. He rejoined the 


troupe on February 5. 
Buddy Holly, disgusted 
with the cold bus and not 
able to have clean clothes, 
decided to fly on to the next 
gig and invited others to 
fly with him. The ultimate 
selection of his flying com¬ 
panions is a story in itself. 
Waylon Jennings, who had 
joined the Crickets after 
the original members, had 
dropped out, and gave up 
his seat to J. P. Richardson, 
who had a bad cold. Jen¬ 
nings display of compas¬ 
sion on that cold February 
morning saved his life. 
He would later record, 
“Luckenbach, Texas” and 
“Mama, Don’t Let Your 
Babies Grow Up to Be 
Cowboys.” Tommy Allsup 
and Richie Valens flipped 
a coin for one of the seats. 
Valens “won” the seat, but 
that win cost him his life. 
Tom Allsup started a club 
in 1979 called “Tommy’s 
Heads Up Saloon in Fort 
Worth, Texas. The club 
was named after that infa¬ 
mous coin flip that Allsup 
had with Richie Valens 
on February 2, 1959 that 
saved Allsup’s life. Waylon 
Jennings has passed away 
but Tommy Allsup is still 
performing. 


Once Buddy Holly learned 
that Waylon Jennings would 
not be flying with them, he 
quipped, “Well, I hope your 
old bus freezes up.” As a 
retort, Waylon said, “Well, I

A different view

In the Book of Numbers, 
Chapter 21:4, the account 
that is given tells us that in 
the journey of the children 
of Israel on the way to the 
Red Sea, the people be¬ 
came impatient (depressed 
and much discouraged 
because [of the trials] on 
the way. Verse 5: “And 
the people spoke against 
God and against Moses.” 
(let me here relate their 
words from the Message 
Bible.) “Why did you drag 
us out of Egypt? (Remem¬ 
ber they had been slaves in 
Egypt.) “Why did you drag 
us out of Egypt to die in 
this godforsaken country? 
No decent food, no wa¬ 
ter. We can’t stomach this 
stuff (manna) any longer.” 
Verse 6: “So God sent poi¬ 
sonous snakes among the 
people; they bit them and 
many in Israel died. The 
people came to Moses and 
said, ‘We sinned when we 
spoke out against God and 
you. Pray to God; ask him 
to take these snakes from 
us.’ Moses prayed for the 
people. God said to Mo¬ 
ses, ‘Make a firey serpent 


[of bronze], and set it on a 
pole; and everyone who is 
bitten, when he looks at it, 
shall live.’” As it says in the 
Amplified, when he looked 
at the serpent of bronze 
[attentively, expectantly, 
with a steady and absorbing 
gaze], he lived. 

I wonder how many ‘get’ 
the symbolism of this nar¬ 
rative. In another place 
it’s written that the Old 
Testament is written for our 
learning. As the Amplified 
Bible says in Romans 15:4, 
it’s written for our instruc¬ 
tion thay by [our steadfast 
and patient] endurance 
and the encouragement 
[drawn] from the Scriptures 
we might hold fast to and 
cherish hope.

hope your plane crashes”— 
Waylon would regret mak¬ 
ing that remark until the 
day he passed away. 

Dion DiMucci (Dion and 
the Belmonts) was offered 
a seat on the plane but 
thought that $36 was too 
high a price to pay for the 
trip. That decision saved his 
life. In i960 he parted com¬ 
pany with the Belmonts. He 
went "solo” and became a 
star in his own right. Most 
people know him as the 
artist who did "Run Around 
Sue,” and "The Wanderer.” 
In 1968, he would record 
the poignant "Abraham, 
Martin, and John,” which 
in essence stated that the 
leaders who could lead the 
country are assassinated 
early in life. After years of 
being in the "wilderness” 
and contemplating suicide, 
Dion had an encounter with 
Jesus Christ that changed 
his life. Dion is still record¬ 
ing today. 

Buddy Holly, Lub¬ 
bock, Texas, was only 22 
on that fateful day in Feb¬ 
ruary when he perished. 
He had a number one hit 
with "That’ll Be the Day.” 
Following closely behind 
that was "Peggy Sue.” In 
1959, Buddy Holly parted 
company with this band, 
The Crickets, and moved 
on to a different phase of 
his life. He began experi¬ 
menting with a recording 
technique called overdub¬ 
bing. This method is still 
used today. It allows the 
artist to "lay down” sepa¬ 
rate tracts for each instru¬ 
ment or each voice. After 
the record is complete, 
the tracks are blended or 
"mixed” together to make 
a finished product. One 
example of his song using 
overdubbing can be heard 
in his rendition of "Rain¬ 
ing in My Heart,” where 
he combines violin with 
his voice. Of course, the 
artist/engineer who per¬ 
fected overdubbing is Les 
Paul. One of the greatest 
songs (his last) Buddy ever 
recorded was "True Love 
Ways,” an ethereal air often 
performed at weddings. 
Also, who can ever forget 
his trademark, the Holly 
"hiccup?” Also, what is 
amazing about Buddy Holly 
is that he was allowed to 
and insisted on producing 
his own records. He had 
a sound that he wanted as 
a final result. He realized 
that he was the only one 
who knew the sound he 
wanted and could never 
explain it to someone else. 
The sound he produced 
(with The Crickets), used

a stand up bass, drums, his 
Fender Stratocaster and a 
couple of other guitars, was 
truly amazing.

Richie Valens was only 17 
when he perished on that 
winter’s day. The Pacoima, 
Californian was a pioneer in 
that he was the finest artist 
of Mexican ancestry to have 
his records in the relatively 
new genre of rock ‘n’ roll. 
That came in the form of 
his 1958 recording of "Come 
On, Let’s Go.” In a more se¬ 
rious mode, he had record¬ 
ed a song entitled, "Donna.” 
The flip side was the song 
"La Bamba,” and electrified 
rock ‘n’ roll version of an old 
Mexican standard. 

Jiles P. Richardson, "The 
Big Bopper,” was a Beau¬ 
mont, Texas disc jockey, 
who had made a hit with his 
1958 recording of "Chantilly 
Lace.” He was not yet thirty 
when he died on that Febru¬ 
ary morning. He also had 
written the song, "Running 
Bear,” which was performed 
by Johnny Preston. He also 
left a pregnant wife. 

Literally, the three rock 
stars never made their des¬ 
tination to Fargo, North 
Dakota. Speaking figura¬ 
tively, the three never lived 
long enough to influence

Orbison, who died in 1988 
at the age of 52. They were 
not old, but they were able 
to share their talents with 
us a little while longer. 

Movies commemorating 
the short lives and musical 
accomplishments of Buddy 
Holly and Richie Valens 
have been produced. Don 
McLean, a "paper boy” 
on that 1959 morning, 
spoke of this tragic loss in 
his song, "American Pie,” 
which he wrote in 1971. He 
stated, ”1 don’t remember 
if I cried, but something 
touched me deep inside, 
the day that music died.” 
It is obvious that he felt 
a personal loss. But the 
music of these three did 
not die that day. For exam¬ 
ple, the guitar "licks” that

Fifty-five years later, my 
generation is still "tuned” to 
the innovative and incompa¬ 
rable music of Buddy Holly, 
and to the other artists of 
the 50’sand 6o’s. Buddy 
Holly’s rendition of "True 
Love Ways,” still makes my 
heart "flutter.” Due to today’s 
technology, we have easy 
access to the music of these 
fine musicians. There songs 
can be accessed by using 
www.YouTube.com or by 
listening to the music via 
XM radio. Take a moment 
to enjoy those artists once 
again. We are indeed richer 
because they lived, however 
briefly, and shared their tal¬ 
ents with us!

Additionally, Johnson 
said that if the board borrows 
money for the project that the 
members couldn’t be held 
personally liable if there is 
some default. 

Only if the board breaks 
any law can the members be 
held liable. 

The board has wanted 
to have its own structure for 
several years, and has been 
setting aside money toward 
that end. 

Johnson said Friday that 
he did not know how much is 
available, but he said he does 
not think the board wants to 
go into debt. 

A review of the district’s 
financial report from July 1 
through December 31, 2013 
shows that it started the new 
fiscal year with a balance of 
$182,597. It ended the first 
half of the fiscal year with a 
balance of $200,997. How¬ 
ever, it is during the period of 
October through December 
that property taxes are col¬ 
lected. In fact, the district 
received $ 108,270 in property 
taxes during the period. 

What money is left after 
the fiscal year ends June 30 
can be added to the amount 
that will help pay for the pro¬ 
posed building. 

Board Member Ronnie 
Paul Begley said that if costs 
are at $100 a square foot, and 
the building is 2,400 square 
feet, the total cost would be 
$240,000. That would allow 
the district to avoid paying 
the prevailing wage require¬ 
ment. 

However, Johnson told 
the members that the architect 
is advising core sampling to 
see if the land can hold the 
structure. The county has 
donated the land, which is 
located in the industrial park 
off KY 11 South.

The Kentucky circuit court 
clerks made 2013 a record 
year in the fight to save lives. 
With over 900 Kentuckians on 
the waiting list for an organ 
transplant, the need is greater 
than ever, according to the 
Trust for Life. The circuit 
clerks and their driver’s li¬ 
cense staff make a significant 
impact by asking important 
questions whiled residents 
obtain a license or ID. 

“We simply ask everyone if 
they would like to donate $ 1 
to the Kentucky Organ Donor 
Program, and if they wish to 
be a registered organ donor. 
It is just one part of our job at 
the circuit clerk’s office, but 
we know it makes an incred¬ 
ible difference to transplant 
patients in need,” says Lee 
Circuit Clerk Emma Adams. 

This year was a record year 
for Kentucky. In 2013, 44.8 
percent of Kentuckians do¬ 
nated $ 1 to the organ donation 
awareness program. The Ken¬ 
tucky Organ Donor Registry 
increased 10 percent and now 
42.5 percent of Kentuckians 
are registered donors. 

“Without the circuit clerks, 
we may not have 50,000 
names on the Kentucky Organ 
Donor Registry. Because of 
their efforts, over 1.4 million 
Kentucky residents have reg¬ 
istered. The impact of the cir¬ 
cuit clerks is extraordinary,” 
said Shelley Snyder, executive 


pling is not known, Johnson 
said. 

Contractor Berry Jackson 
advised the board to allow the 
architect’s plans go to Frank¬ 
fort for approval, and then it 
could offer addendums.
